Learning to “drive" every car on 
the road, as well as your own. is a 
professional secret for safe driving.

There are IO more professional 
driving safety rules. Let them be 
your guide to safe motoring, too! 
I. Drive with accuracy and 
precision. To avoid accidents, 
form the habit of accurately 
performing these six basic driv­ 
ing manuevers: turning, pass­ 
ing, stopping, parking, braking 
and entering traffic. 
2. Watch out for the driver who 
doesn t care — or who doesn’t 
know how to drive the right way. 
To protect him, and yourself, adjust 
your driving to his, when necessary. 
3. Don’t be a traffic fighter.

worth the effort. Neither is it 
worth an accident just to be a 
few minutes ahead.
